Coffee drinkers face no extra 
heart trouble risk, study finds

LONDON - Coffee drinkers do not suf- 
fer an increased risk of heart disease, ac- 
cording to a new study. 

Some studies in liuropc have linked cof- 
fee to a -higher incidence of heart disease, 
but other studies indicate no problem for 
moderate consumption. 

“The hulk of the evidence suggests a lew 
cups of colTcc a day is nol associated with 
heart disease. 1 don’t know if this study 
adds more to that." Dr. lirie Rimm. an epi- 
demiologist at the Harvard School of Pub- 
lic Health in Cambridge. Mass., said. 

Rimm worked on a study ol heart dis- 
ease and co flee a few years ago. based on 
more than 45,000 men. that found no dan- 
ger in drinking a few cups a day. 


The latest report, based on a study be- 
tween 1984 and 1986 of 10,359 men and 
women in Scot I ami. is in the June issue of 
the Journal of Fpidemiology and Commu- 
nity I lealth. 

Dr. Colin Brown, a researcher at a hospi- 
tal in Dundee. Scotland, said the partici- 
pants were between the ages of 40 ami 59, 
The study included a physical exam, heart 
•test, blood samples and 300 questions 
about health, life find diet. 

Doctors divided participants into four 
groups depending on daily coffee con- 
sumption: none; one to two cups: three to 
four; of more than four. 

Brown said heart disease affected 27 per- - 
cent of the people in the nu-ciiffce pump 
compared to 20 percent of those in' each of 
the other three groups.

BOISE — A skinhead waiting for 
the verdict in the murder-conspiracy 
trial of white separatist Randy 
Weaver apologized to defense attor- 
ney Gerry Spence on Monday for 
. being questioned by officials near 
the federal courthouse. 

The jury in the case of Weaver 
and' codcfcndant Kevin Harris ad-- 
joumed late Monday afternoon with- 
out a verdict. It was the fifth day ’of 
deliberations, about 39 hours 'in all 
since the jury got tiie case last week. 

John Bangerter, -23, is among the 
handful of supporters and relatives 
waiting for the verdict. 

He said Monday when he ap- 
proached Spence to apologize, 
Spence asked him about a conversa- 
tion Friday with Weaver in the Ada 
County Jail. 

“Randy was doing real well,” 
Bangerter said. "He was real happy 
and pretty sure that they're going to 
get acquitted on this deal." 

Bangerter and a friend were ques- 


tioned by Boise Police after some- 
one reported they were in a car early 
Friday in an area adjacent to the fed- 
eral building. Police said they found 
firearms but did not arrest or charge 
either man. 

Spence complained in court Fri- 
day about the tight security the se- 
questered jury is being held under, 
which includes Dlacked-out win- 
dows in the van used for transporta- 
tion. Although Bangerter wasn't 
mentioned by name. Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Kim Lindquist used the in- 
cident us justification for tight secu- 
rity around jurors, 

Bangerter is the leader of a small 
group of skinheads who have settled 
in southern Utah and claimed Zion 
National Park as a white homeland. 
He and his followers have threat- 
ened an armed confrontation with 
anyone trying to keep them out. 

Bangerter said Monday he was a 
member of the Army of Israel from 
Hurricane, Utah. 

“It was a big mistake we made," 
he said. "He (Spence) just, asked that 
everybody remain peaceful.” 


Bangerter said he has known . 
Weaver since 19881 and participated 
in scripture study with the Weaver 
family. He declined to say how they 
met. 

But Bangerter said that Weaver is 
not a member of a northern Idaho 
white ’supremacist organization, 
Aryan Nations, and is not a white 
supremacist. 

Spence agreed, and that's sonte- 
ihitfg he's argue'd~5tncc J thc trial" 
opened. 

"The evidence is established," 
Spence said. “He is not an Aryan 
Nations, he is not a .white 
supremacist, he is just, kandy 
Weaver." 

Weaver, 45, and Harris, 25, are 
accused of killing Deputy U.S. Mar- 
shal William Degan, Quincy, Mass., 
during an Aug. 21 shootout at 
Weaver’s remote northern Idaho 
cabin. 

Weaver’s son. Samuel, 14, also 
died in the gunfight that triggered an 
1 1-day siege. His wife, Vicki, 42. 
was killed by a federal-sniper on the 
standoffs second day.

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Court rules U.S. may return 
Haitians without hearing 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Refugees 
fleeing Haiti for the United States 
may be stopped at sea and returned 
home without asylum hearings, the 
Supreme Court ruled Monday, 
declaring itself unable to solve an un- 
deniable "human crisis." 

The 8-1 opinion dealt a blow to 
thousands willing to take a risky 
ocean passage in search of freedom 
and upheld a policy developed by the 
Bush administration and adopted by 
President Clinton. 

"This case presents a painfully 
common situation in which desperate 
people, co nvin ced that t hey can no 
longer remain m their homewnUTwEc' 
desperate measures to escape," Jus- 
tice John Paul Stevens wrote for the 
court. 

"Although the human crisis is com- 
pelling, there is no solution to he 
found in a judicial remedy, he wrote. 

The Haitians' attorney. Yale law 
professor Harold Koh, said, "litis is a 
sad day for every one of us whose an- 
cestors first came here by boat. ... 
President Clinton should take no sat- 
isfaction in successfully defending 
George Bush’s Haiti policy before the 
Bush Su|ffcmc Court.” 

■ However, Associate Attorney Gen- 
eral Webster Hubbcll stiid he was 
pleased by the court’s decision. 

The Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service and other U.S, agencies 
will continue working "to ensure that 
interdicted boat migrants who fear 
political persecution will be afforded 
meaningful opportunity for refugee 
processing in Haiti,” he said. 

Thousands have fled the Caribbean 
nation in the past two years, many in 
unscaworthy boats that took them to 
t licit deaths, and the While House 
contends returning them is the best 
way to discourage such hazardous 
journeys.

The Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service said the ruling would 
have no effect on 158 Haitians infect- 
ed with the AIDS-causing virus who 
had been held at the U.S. Navy-base 
in Cuba. They were being flown to 
the United Slates after a federal judge 
ordered their release. 

About 37.0(H) people fled Haiti in 
boats after their country’s army over- 
threw President Jean-Bertrand Aris- 
tide in September 1 99 1 . 

The boat traffic virtually ended in 
May 1992 after the Bush administra- 
tion began the repatriation policy. 

The policy is enforced by Coast

picked up'96 Haitian refugees in two

In the past, the race has bden 
exclusively circle boats competing oil 
a l Vi -quarter mile course, according 
to Terry Bingham, Regatta committee 
chairman. . 

“I think it will be very interesting 
for the spectators,” Bingham said. 
"Wc thought it was time to freshen 
the program and liven things up a 
little bit.** 

This year some of the smaller 
classes with slower boats have been 
eliminated. 

The Regatta will still have the best 
of the circle boats, including K-class, 
Pro and Super Stock, plus five classes 
of drag boats. 

One of the big differences between 
circle boats and drag racers is the 
design. Circle boats have a wider flat 
bottom for turning while drag boats 
arc designed to go straight. 

The drag boats race on a quarter- 
mile course. 

They will use a lighting system 
similar to that used in auto drag races, 
called a Christmas Tree, according to 
Larry Hurst of Sagle, who was 
Jj preparing his boat, "the Gladiator" 
for the race next week. 

'i “It's not like a car where you leave 
, the lights all in one burst," he said. 

)0 The drag boats will have a 125 feet 
rolling start because the boats "have 
to idle un to gel moving fast,*’ said 
^ Hurst. ' . 

In drag boat racing reaction time 
can be the deciding factor. 

"That’s what wins races. "-Hurst 
said. "You get to knowyour machine 
and the types of lights." 

I le said one thing bad about racing 
in different clubs is cach^ottejias 
different" types of lights. "A" light 
senior is placed at the start and two at 
the finish line. An electronic beam 
determines which boat wins.

PARIS (AP) — The pharmaceuti- 
cal firm that manufactures the 
French abortion pill predicted Mon- 
day that the dnig won't lie available 
for use in the United Stales for up to 
five years. 

Edouard Sakiz. president of 
Roussel -Uclaf. saiil the delays re- 
sult primarily from U.S. drug 
fifttiV fears of incurring the wrath 


of the anti-abortion lobby. 

Roussel-Uclaf. a French sub- 
sidiary of the German pharmaceuti- 
cal giant llocclist, has been seeking 
a U.S. firm to make and market the 
drug under license to avoid boycotts. 

Sakiz said in an interview pub- 
lished Monday in the business daily 
La Tribune Dcsfosses that no major 
American pharmaceutical firm 


seems interested in making the pill, 
dubbed RU-486. 

“No important laboratory is ready 
to take the risk of putting the abor- 
tion opponents on its back." Sakiz 
was quoted as saying. 

Searle. the sole U.S. compnny that 
manufactures prostaglandin, a syn- 
thetic' hormone taken with the pill, is 
urn willing to let it be used in con- 


junction with RU-4K6 for tlte same 
reason. Sakiz said. 

President Clinton has overturned a 
Bush administration ban on the pill. 
But the controversial drug seems a 
long way front being used in the 
United States. 

In France, the treatment is admin-, 
istcred only under a doctor's super- 
vision at state-run hospitals. 


MADRID. Spain (AP) — Car

The bombings arc fresh evidence

"I was driving along ... when it ex- 
ploded ... (ben there was glass every- 
where and my car was a mess." Juan 
Luis Sohrino. 30. who was injured by 
the first bomb, said on national televi- 
sion. “I managed to get out of the car. 
There were people running and crying 
everywhere." 

No group claimed responsibility for 
the attacks, but police said they bore 
the hallmarks of ETA. which has car- 
ried out at least a dozen car bombings 
ill. Madrid the past 10 years. It is the 
\ only terrorist group operating in Spain 
\ that udntits to using cur bombs. 

Acting Prime Minister Felipe Gonza- 
lez. in Denmark for a two-day Euro- 
pean Community summit, also blamed

lie linked the bombings to the June 6 
general election in which Herri Bata- 
suna. a radical Basque coalition that is 
El'A’s political arm. lost two of its four 
scats in the 350-scat lower house of 
parliament. 

Tlte separatist movement has lost 
support since 197‘J. when the Basque 
region of three northern provinces was 
given Inline rule like that of 1 ft other 
autonomous regions in Spain. 

List year, ETA failed in its threat to 
disrupt Spain’s two big showcase 
events — tlte six-montll Seville Expo 
*92 and the Summer Olympics in 
Barcelona — and many Spaniards 
hoped terrorism was a thing of tlte past. 

A recent poll indicated terrorism had 
fallen from being Spaniards’ first con- 
cern in 1991 to near tlie bottom on their 
list of worries. 

Many of ETA’s long-time leaders 
have been arrested in hideouts in south- 
ern France- in recent years, and tlte or- 
ganization is believed to be short of 
money and in serious disarray. 

Interior Ministry officials believe 
ETA has split into liny groups that no 
longer follow orders from the organiza- 
tion's top leadership. 

But officials also have warned that 
despite ETA's problems, the activists 
are capable of deadly attacks. Acting 
Interior Minister Jose Luis Coreuera 
says the splinter groups will be difficult 
to locate and destroy. 

ETA. the Basque acronym for 
Basque Homeland and Liberty, has 
claimed responsibility for tlte deaths of 
700 people since 1968. Most of the vic- 
tims arc military and police officers. 

Police investigating Monday’s blasts 
believe they were the work of a trio that 
carried out three car bombings in 
■ Madrid last year that killed seven peo- 
ple. 

ETA lias claimed responsibility for 
.on ly four vict ims so far this year, all of 
them shot at close range.

The Liberal Democrats have won 
election after election — despite 
several money and sex scandals — i 
by claiming credit for the nation’s 
phenomenal rise as an economic 
power. 

‘ ; The split lnThir governing ^ "puny*" 
follows Parliament's no-confidcncc 
vote Friday against Prime Minister 
Kiichi Miyazawq after he failed to 
make good on a promise for politi- 
cal reform. The move forced him to 
call early elections. 


The no-confidence vole, only the 
third in postwar Japan, succeeded 
only because members of Miyaza- 
wa’s own party voted against him.

Idaho Sportsmen’s Coalition says it intends 
to sue the Environmental Protection Agency to 
force the agency to assume responsibility for 
cleaning up the state’s polluted streams. 

But state officials fear that the suit, if suc- 
cessful, could jeopardize local attempts to clean 
up polluted streams, such as the cooperative ef- 
fort to reduce pollutants entering the Middle 
Snake River! 

“Idaho’s political leaders have continuously 


refused to implement the law, and now we’ll 
force them to,” coalition director Ron Mitchell 
said in a news release Monday. 

.The sjale is 15 years.beiiiiid schedule in 
meeting requirements of die federal Clean Wa- 
ter Act, and (lie EPA lias lei the slate get away 
with it, lie said. 

Federal and state laws require the slate to 
identify polluted stream segments, such as the 
Middle Snake River, and establish cleanup 
schedules for them. 

Instead of (breing the state to complete a list 
of polluted streams, the EPA has granted a se- 
ries of deadline extensions. Mitchell said. 

But Joe Nagel, head of die state Division of 
Environmental Quality, said getting streams 
and rivers on the state’s list of polluted water 


isn’t going to solve the problem. 

State officials arc finishing the latest teview 
of an updated list and public comments. Nagel 
said. But the state has been reluctant to add 
streams to the list "unless we have data to 
prove" they are polluted, he slid. 

Mitchell's group lays the blame oil timber 
industry lobbyists for opposing adequate state 
funding of water quality programs.

Complaihts lead to marijuana 
seizure, possible drug factory

promptu drug investigations Monday, law 
officers said. 

Twin Falls County sheriff’s deputies 
said they found what tnay he a miniature 
drug factory north of Buhl. 

And Jerome County deputies said they 
found 38 pounds of dried marijuana on a 
farm southwest of Jerome. 

In the Buitl-urca case, deputies were 
called to Roberta Hays’ house on River 
Road shortly after 1 1 a.m. When they ar- 
rived, deputies stopped a man who tried to 
drive away in a pickup, Lt. Bill Tilson 
said. 

Gene Porter, 39! of Buhl, was ar- 
rested on an outstanding warrant for 
failing to appear in court on a previ- 


ous charge, Tilson said. 

• Hays told deputies she did not want 
Porter around and directed them to a gym 
hag she said Porter had left on a tree 
stump. Tilson said. 

Inside; the deputies found glass viajs, 
beakers and other items commonly used in 
making inetltamplietamine. Tilson said. 

The insides of many of the containers 
were coated with a residue that should reveal 
what the items were being used for, he said. 
Idaho Bureau of Narcotics investigators 
were brought in to examine the items and 
tiike samples for testing. Tilson said. 

Test results should be available within 
two weeks, lie said. 

The glass equipment could have been 
used in a miniature mclhuinplietamine lab 
or to boil down cocaine to a purer form. 
Tilson said. 

Meihamplictaminc. commonly called 
“crystal" or "nielli." is a powerful stimu- 
lant that requires dangerous chemicals to 
manufacture. 


Tilson said the possibility of even a 
small melhiimplietamitic factory operating 
in the area concerns him. because the 
chemicals often are dumped in creeks and 
streams. The chemicals also contaminate 
people working in the lab who may. carry 
the materials on their clothuy: 

In the Jerome County ease, deputies an- 
swered a domestic-violence call at the 
home of Joseph W. and Karen Mct’augli- 
cy. They arrested Joseph MeC'augliey. 38. 
on a battery charge. 

While there, the deputies spotted bun- 
dles of marijuana and called in (lie Magic 
Valley Tri-County Drug Task Force. 

The marijuana was valued at $76,000. 
Silver said. 

No charges had been filed Monday in 
connection with the marijuana. 

MeC'augliey was arraigned oil the bat- 
tery charge Monday before Silt District 
Magistrate Judge Roger Burdick, who or- 
dered him held in the Jerome County jail 
in lieu of a $ 1 ,000 cash bond. .

Adamson said they will meet with 
their attorney today to discuss how to 
light (he criminal charges. 

In 1988 the Idaho Department of fi- 
nance sued four of the defendants for 
securities fraud.

"Bin the federal criminal indictments 
make much the same allegations as the 
19.88 lawsuit: They allege the 
Adamsons sold "sight drafts" to Idaho 
residents by claiming the drafts could 
be used to pay debts. 

The indictments allege-those drafts 
are uncollectible because they arc 
drawn on non-existent Mexican banks. 

Sight drafts are banking instruments 
similar to checks. The indictment al- 
leges the Adamsons sold bogus sight 
drafts with face values totaling more 
than $390, (Hm. 

. Craig, Jed, Robert K. atul Robert I). 
Adamson responded to the 1 988 state 
suit by denying they acted as represen- 
tatives of the non-existent companies,

TWIN FALLS - The College of 
Southern Idaho can't raise the tax 
rate for local property: hut it can in- 
crease the amount it receives from 
properly taxes by not lowering the 
rate, a college official says. 

CSI officials discussed a proposal 
Monday to increase the amount the 
college receives from property taxes 
by S3. 2 million. That would mean 
an 8.2 percent - or $238,406 - in- 
crease. 

The •board'cairdtrsmimplj'-bj'" 
maintaining the rate of property tax- 
es at the current level, because of an 
increase in property values in Twin 
Falls and Jerome counties, said 
Mike Mason, college treasurer. 

The board will vote on the propos- 
al at its Aug. 16 meeting in the Tay- 
lor Administration Building. The 
public is welcome to attend the 
"Truth in Taxation" budget hearing. 

If the board decides to keep the 
rate al the same level', the decision 
will cost a typical Twin Falls Coun- 
ty homeowner with a $50,000 home 
an additional S4.45 (5 percent) a 
year, for a total of 591.25. That is 
because the home is expected to in- 
crease in value by $2,500. 

A business worth $200,000 this 
year in Twin Falls County is pro- 
jected to increase in value to 
S204.000 next year. In such a 
case, property lax would increase 


by 2 percent to S 354. 55. 

But since farm property in Twin 
Falls County is not expected to in- 
crease in value, the average farm 
owner would not be affected, Mason 
said. 

Maibn said lie does not have an 
estimate of how a Jerome properly 
owner would be affected. 

In other college business, the 
board raised fines for traffic and 
parking violations. 

"We're not trying to gouge them - 
we're just wanting compliance." CSI 
security director Darryl Cameron 
-said: ■ 

Parking fines increased to $10 • 
from $4. The fees increase To $20 
for the second offense and $30 for 
the third offense. 

The fines for parking in handicap 
parking .spaces, for parking in low- 
uwuy zones and failure to yield in- 
creased to S15 for the first offense, 
from the current $10. Second and 
third offenses will cost $30 and $45. 

Fines for speeding, disorderly 
conduct with a motor vehicle and 
stop sign violations will remain at 
$25 for the first violation, but the 
second violation will increase lo 
$50. The speed limit on campus is 
15mph. 

All fines are half as much if paid 
within three days. Cameron said. 

The previous parking fines were 
so low that it didn't stop students 
from repeatedly parking where they 
shouldn't, he said. 


Cassia seeks financial help with road extension

BURLEY - City Council mem- 
bers are considering whether to 
kick in S20.000 to help the school 
district extend a road. 

At Monday’s City Council meet- 
ing. Cassia County School District 
Superintendent Norman Hurst said 
extending 19th Street from. Almo 
Avenue to Hiland Avenue would 
benefit both the district and the 
city. 

Construction of a new elemen- 
tary school is set for next spring on 
what would be the corner of 19th 
Street and Hiland. 

Traffic flow would improve if 
the road were extended, especially 
in the wake of the new school and 
a new hospital planned to be built 
on the corner of 16th Street and 
Hiland. Hurst $nid. 


With the exception of a small 
.roadway on 22nd. Street, there is 
no other through road connecting 
onto Hiland Avenue from 16th 
Street to 27lh Street. Hurst said, 

The City Council did not take 
action on the proposal. But mem- 
bers said they, would decide soon 
because decisions on the budget 
need to be made soon. 

If the city decides not to help 
with the construction of the road, 
the school district may build a 
small road to help accommodate 
some traffic. Hurst said. 

Councilman Derlin Taylor said 
he has thought about the matter for 
several weeks and decided that city 
residents would benefit from a nor- 
mal-sized road in that location. 

"I think the benefit it will have 
to the city is worth $20,000." he 
said. 

Mayor Frank Bauman, said, 


however, that while it is nice to 
have the. city help with such pro- 1 
jeets, it is sometimes hard lo de- 
cide when to draw the line. 

Hurst saitj estimates to have the 
road paved, including other im- 
provements including construction 
of storm sewers, would cost 
$87,000. A development company 
has agreed to pay approximately 
half the cost. 

Hurst is asking the city to pay' • 
S20.000 of the school district’s 
share. The city has already agreed 
to do some surveying and move 
some power poles and a tree. 

Several residents attending the 
meeting said that the road’s exten- 
sion would benefit landowners 
who might be interested in selling 
lots or building by the new road.. 

They wondered if these 
landowners should help pay sonic 
of the road’s cost.

SANDPOINT (AP) — No matter 
what verdict is returned hy the jury 
in the murder-conspiracy trial of 
white separatist Randy Weaver. 
Boundary County authorities say 
tlicy Mill have three deaths to investi- 
gate. 

That investigation could -result in 
charges against Weaver, codefendant 
Kevin Harris or even federal agents. 

The jury in the Wcaver-Harris case, 
at Boise went into its fifth day of de- 
liberations on Monday after an eight- 
week trial. 

"Wc are not champing at the bit to 
get in the middle of this.” said 
Boundary County Prosecutor Randall 
Day. "It’s like every other crime.. We' 
have, to make, themost thorough In- 
vestigation we can and close the case 
one way or the other." 

Day and Sheriff Bruce Whittaker 
said they have had an ongoing inves- ' 
ligation since the shooting deaths of 
Deputy U.S. Marshal William Dc- 
gan, Samuel Weaver and Vicki 
Weaver last August. 

Harris faces a murder ehargejn 
" Degan*s — Uealh - ' ariiT“Weoycr is" " 
charged with aiding and abetting the 
slaying. No charges have been filed 
in the deaths of Samuel Weaver and 
his mother, although defense attor- 
ney Gerry Spence claimed often dur- 
ing the trial the government should 
have been on trial. 

Day said any of the three deaths 
could Ik* a murder. "It's up to us to 
investigate lliose deaths, determine 
as best as humanly possible what 
caused those deaths and if they oc- 
curred in a manner that was lawful or 
unlawful.” 

If convincing evidence surfaces 
from the investigation or the two- 
month trial. Day said it's possible 
murder charges could be filed in the 
county. The case also could be ' 
closed with no action taken. 

"Our investigation is wide open 
and ongoing," Day said. "We haven't 
ruled, out anything nor have we 
formed any conclusions." 

Although it would be .unlikely u 
federal agent would he charged with 
murder, the county lias authority to 
do it. suid David Tubbs, special 
agent for the FBI in Salt Lake City. 

"The county attorney has the legal 
right to do whatever he wants to do," 
Tubbs said, noting that counties have 
filed charges against officers in the 
past. 

To prosecute a federal officer, the 
county would have to present evi- 
dence to a’ grand jury, submit it for 
Justice Department review, and then 
the case likely would'wind up in fed- 
eral court. 

“If a federal officer is charger! with

Gamble on old tintype 
pays off for collector 

Woman, swaps $160, 3 paintings for rare Cassidy photo 


* SAN ANTONIO (AIM . When 
-Oni I -Garrett .plopped down SI 60 and 

ottered three of her mvn paintings for 
an old tintype that said "Wild Bunch" 
on the back, she wasn’t sure what site ■ 
was getting into. • 

“It's a gambling game. Sometimes 
you win. and sometimes you lose," she 
said. “I took the chance." 

And it appears she’s won - big. 

'Ihc collector of rare pictures has ac- 
quired what she believes to be one of 
the few known photographs t)f Butch 
Cassidy, the notorious robber who 
roamed the Old West with his gang of 
bandits around the turn of the century. 

“It’s really fascinating because 
we’ve never been able to see him so 
completely,” said Ms. Ciarrett, a hotel 
chain sales director in San Antonio. 
“It’s a pari of our history. We don't 
have a whole lot. We’re a fairly young 
country." 

Ms. Garrett bought the tintype in 
April at a Western collectible show in 

• Dallas. 

It shows two men in full view sitting 
at u tabic drinking beer — one of them 
apparently Cassidy — and another man 
standing behind (hem. Ms. Garrett said 
the tintype was taken in 1 902 in New 
York. Cassidy lied to Bolivia with the 
Sundance Kid shortly (licivaftcr. 

Once she bought it, Ms. CiarTctt set 


out to verify the photograph. She start- 
ed by enlarging it, then began searching^ 
dozens of books to find other pho- 
tographs of the bandit. 

There arc five known photographs of 
Cassidy, though Ms. Garrett said only 
two show his face clearly. One is of 
Cassidy with his gang in Fort Worth. 
The other is of Cassidy at age 27 in a 
Wyoming prison. 

Carefully comparing those pictures 
to hers, Ms. Garrett tried to determine 
whether they were of the same man. 
She believes they arc, based on the sim- 
ilarities between Cassidy's watch fob, 
unusually large hands, broken middle 
lett finger and facial scars on his eye 
mill lip. 

“You always. worry about one of 
these things. You say, 'Is somebody 
imitating it'?' ” she said, adding that she 
has sought the opinions of experts and 
museum officials. 

Tom Burks, curator of the Texas 
Ranger Museum in Waco, said verify- 
ing the photo is not his area of expertise 
but added that Ms. Garrett is “very 
credible" and that it is plausible the tin- 
type is authentic. 

“I’m always hoping that somebody 
finds something keen," said Burks, who 
has a copy of the tintype in the muse- 
um's research libraiy. "She’s known to 
be an honest person and the last person

Decide fate of Taster’s Choice couple, win a trip to Paris

NEW YORK. — The nation's 
three largest airlines cut fares 
Monday by as much as 30 per- 
cent on certain domestic routes, 
matching a discount by finan- 
cially troubled Northwest Air- 
lines. , 

United. American and Delta 
cm their fares on the routes 
where they compete with the 
Minnesota -based airline, which 
reduced its prices Saturday. In 
Detroit and Minneapolis, where 
Northwest is dominant. tl)e dis- 
counts arc smaller - closer to 
20 percent. 

Tli at good news for summer 
travelers reflects Northwest's 
desperate effort to raise money 
in case it lias in file for 
bankruptcy. . 

“This is further evidence they 
are scrounging for all the cash 
How they can get." said Phil 
Brannon. an analyst at the New 
York investment firm of 
Mahon Securities t'orp. 

Higher fares would help the 
airline's outlook, but the com- 
pany' needs lots of quick cash 
io pay its hills and provide a 
cushion if.it does seek court 


protection from creditors while 
reorganizing its finances. 

The Northwest ticket sale, its 
third since the spring, gives 
passengers until Friday to buy 
tickets for travel that must be 
completed by Sept. 15. The dis- 
counts apply to tickets bought 
seven to 14 days in advance, 
depending on which days of the 
week the passenger Hies. 

United, American and Delta 
responded with the same deal. 

Sources familiar with North- 
west's plans have said it might 
file* for bankruptcy by the mid- 
dle of next week. 

Aiming to quell customers' 
fears about any imminent 
bankruptcy, a recorded mes- 
sage for employees offers pos- 
sible responses to passenger 
questions, stressing the airline 
is considering nothing (hat 
would disrupt flight schedules 
or cancel tickets bought in ad- 
vance. 

Northwest's candor about its 
financial travails is a sign that 
the possibility of bankruptcy 
has lost some of its stigma in 
recent years, particularly 
among big airlines that have 
sought that kind of refuge.

The monkeys she observed have 
since been moved to a mure natural 
habitat at Seattle's Woodland Park 
Zoo. and the University of Washing- 
i ton rcsc'archyr lias moved on to anoth- 
- cr-cagcd spceioSJ-lho-Amorkan office 
worker. . 

"American workers have uniformly 
been placed in their own work cages, 
those homogeneous, monotonous and 
uniformly dull beige or gray cubi- 
cles." said 1 Iccrwagcn, an environ- 
mental psychologist. 

She has interviewed workers in ' 
seven West Coast cities and has con- 
cluded that more time and creativity 
lias gone into designing natural habi- 
tats for zoo animals than in creating 
comfortable office spaces for hu- 
mans. 

Office cubicles may appear to pro- 
vide privacy and quiet, but llecnva- 
gen said the cfiect is the opposite. 

She said the partitions do such a 
good job of absorbing an office's 
background noise that voices of co- 
workers stand out. 

Since it's part of human nature to 
hear what others arc saying, this “can 
be a particular problem if your work 
requires concentration or ... time pres-

surcs such as deadlines." Heerwagen 
said. 

I ler study also found repeated com- 
plaints about uncomfortable tempera- 
tures in buildings designed to comply 
with energy-saving standards. Work- 
ers had few complaints about office 
air quality. 

Heerwagen is preparing her re- 
search for publication. She surveyed 
office workers in Bellevue and Yaki- 
ma. Portland and Eugene, Ore., and 
San Ramon and Auburn. Calif. 

More than 75 percent of those 
questioned said they did not like to 
hear conversations of co-workers and 
90 percent said they didn't want co- 
workers overhearing their conversa- 
tions. 

fewer than one-third said they 


were able to have private conversa- 
tions. and most of those who could 
were located in private offices. 

Hccrwagcn's research 12 years 
ago discovered that lion-tailed 
macaque monkeys often became 
frustrated and upset because their 
cages prevented them from avoiding 
their tormentors. 

Since then the monkeys Jtave be.en 
moved- to un-open habitat •mmc -like- 
their natural southeast Asian sur- 
roundings, 

"Considering that we spend most 
of our waking hours working, it's 
troubling we don't treat our own 
species as well!" Heerwagen said. 

"When we -want or need to be alone 
at i he office, there’s nowhere to go." 

She suggests that cubicles and par- 
titions be removed and that offices be 
opened up. Plants and sculptures 
could be use to create separate work 
zones for different activities. 

She said meeting rooms could have 
touches to make them more like liv- 
ing rooms, quiet rooms should be 
provided for contemplation, and pri- 
vate offices should be available for all 
workers when they arc doing tasks 
that require privacy. 1 

“We need habitats where people 
can go for specific tasks, just as we 
do in our homes."

WASHINGTON — Interest rates 
on short-term Treasury securities 
were mixed in Monday’s auction. 

.The Treasury Departm ent s o ld 
$i 2. 1 1 billion in three-month bills 
at ait average discount rate of 3.10 
percent, up from 3.07 percent last 
week. Another SI 2.18 billion was 
sold in six-month bills at an average 
discount rate of 3.19 percent, un- 
changed from last week.* 

The three-month bill rate was the 
highest since they sold for 3-. 14 per- 
cent on June 7. The six-month bill 
rate was the highest since they aver- 
aged 3.30 percent, also oil June 7. 

The new discount rates understate 
the actual return to investors — 
3.17 percent for three-month bills 
with a SI 0,000 bill selling for 
$9,921.60 and 3.29 percent for a 
six-month bill selling lor $9,839.70. 

In a separate report, the Federal 
Reserve said Monday that the aver- 
age yield for one-year Treasury 
bills, the most popular index for 
making changes in adjustable rate 
mortgages, fell to 3.49 percent last 
week, down from 3.61 percent the 
previous week.
